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IN THE CLAIMS 

Amend Claim 1 as follows: 

1. (Amended) A rotor for a rotating electrical machine comprised of a cgiindrical 
portion carrying a plurality of spaced permanent magnets, a hub portion adapted to be affixed 
to a rotatable shaft, an interconnecting disk shaped portion for interconnecting said 
cylindrical portion and said hub portions, and a plurality of cooling openings formed in said 
interconnecting disk shaped portion, said cooling openings being defined by inclined leading 
edges in the direction of rotation of said rotor for promoting a cooling flow axially through 
said interconnecting disk shaped portion- 
Amend Claim 2 as follows: 

2. (Amended) A rotor for a rotating electrical machine as set forth in claim 1, wherein 
the cylindrical portion and the interconnecting disk shaped portion are integral with each 
other. 
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
